1926 Seen as Year of 


Great Prosperity by 
Detroit Bank Review 


ETROIT, Dec. 8.—As 1926 draws near the close, it 
stands out clearly as a year of great prosperity, says 


the monthly business review 
Bank of Detroit. 

Extraordinary volumes of trade, 
of industrial activities and financial 
operations were rolled up. [It is 
now apparent that the full year 
will present hitherto unapproached 
records for business profits, steel 
production, automobile output, 
building construction, mail order 
trade, freight traffic, bank deposits. 





Although these 
high activities 
have prevailed, 
the pace of some 
important key in- 
dustries recently 
has been moder- 
ately slackened. 
This reflects 
some maladjust- 
ments in the eco- 
nomic structure, 
} but by all the 
; important tests, 
the situation ap- 
pears fundament- 
ally sound and 
healthy. The great 
the past two years has been a 
sober one, It thus has avoided 
the excesses developed by most| 
periods of good times. } 

Evidences of a degree of mal- 
adjustment are seen in the decline 
of agricultral prices, particularly 
cotton; in indications that the 
building boom has passed its crest; 
in the current diminution of busi- 
hess profits; in rising commercial 
failures, and in some slackening in 
the demand for steel and automo- 
biles. 

Factors of strength include the 
lack of price or inventory infla- 
tion, of over-buying and of general 
over-production. Wages remain 
high and industrial employment 
and purchasing power have not 
been curtailed on the average. 
Moreover, corporation finances are 
in strong position and the admin- 
istration is advocating credit or re- 
fund to taxpayers, of 15 per cent. 
of taxes payable in 1926 because of 
the unexpected treasury surplus of 
$300,000,000 in the present fiscal 
year. These factors added to the 
overweaning one of continued easy 
and abundant credit tend to bal- 
ance the adverse side of the picture. 

Although employment in the 
large automobile centers has de- 
clined, it has increased in some 
other industries, notably the textile 
and coal industries.

The effect should be immediate and entirely beneficial | 
to American rubber-using interests. To begin with, the! 
Stevenson act practically created an organized selling effort | 
with the British government behind it. Individual buyers of | 
rubber were at a disadvantage in dealing with this tremen- | 
dous co-operative seller. The $40,000,000 pool automatieally | 
creates a condition which amounts to organized buying by 
American industry. 

When fhe organized buying effort has had a chance 
to get thoroughly under way, companies using rubber as 
a major material, will be able to deérease their inven- 
tories of rubber in stock. They will be assured of a 

supply for a much longer period than they ever were 
when they were compelled to buy future rubber and store 
it against need. i 

In its ultimate effect the rubber pool probably will | 
decrease the price of tires, not only bv insuring lower spot 
rubber, but by enabling the tire companies to cut their 
inventories and lower costs in other directions. 

In the final analysis, the rubber pool is the organized 
buying answer to Britain’s organized selling move. The fact 
that it is made by American industry instead of by the 
American government should not detract from its effective- 
ness in the slightest degree. 

However, the individual tire dealer or merchant hand- 
ling tires, need not look for any immediate drop in the prices 
of tires as a result of the formation of the pool. It will take 
time for the effect to permeate the whole structure of 
industry. 


Improving the Breed 
a the Akron correspondent of the Automotive Daily 
News there came recently a story of a far-reaching 
improvement in the design of balloon tires, which is to be 
adopted by most of the big manufacturing companies. 

Balloon tires have now been in general use for more 
than two years and their advantages and failings have had 
ample time to become apparent. The weakness of the low- 
pressure casing seems to have been in the sidewalls, which 
were made thinner than in the old high-pressure types. This 
construction resulted in the flexibility that was needed, but 
it weakened the sidewalls so that breaks occurred here more 
quickly than the tire manufacturers felt was necessary. The 
result is the present change in construction. 

The new type of construction brings the tread rubber up 
on the sidewall. New tread rubber is as flexible as fabric 
and infinitely tougher. There is no question that the new 
design will add strength to the weakest part of the balloon 
tire and will lengthen the useful life of this type of casing to 
a very considerable degree. 

This whole development is interesting in itself, but it 
iz more interesting in the lesson it teaches in progressive 
manufacturing. The obvious advantage of the tire makers 
would, superficially, seem to be in building tires that give 
reasonable service, but not too much. Instead of taking this 
narrow view of the matter, they spend millions of dollars 
to produce a new design that will give much longer service. 
They do this because they know that in the long run perfec- 
tion of the product produces better business and sounder 
business than rapid failure and renewal. There is no other 
industry in the world that consisteni'y so°» nme 
in improving its product as does }!
